The examination was made in accordance with 
generally accepted auditing standards that pertain to 
governmental accounting and was conducted by Auditor 
C. G. Hawes of the State Department of Audit. 


The audit analysis was on a basis consistant with 
that of the preceding year, and included such tests of 
the accounting records and other auditing procedures 
as were considered necessary in the circumstances. 


The financial and statistical sections, incorporated 
in this report, present the results of the Town’s financial 
operations for the period indicated.

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COMMENTS 
TOWN OF DAMARISCOTTA 


February 4, 1960 To February I, 1961 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of 
Damariscotta has been completed for the fiscal year 
ended February 1, 1961. The audit consisted of an ex- 
amination of the records maintained by the Selectmen, 
Treasurer, Tax Collector and other municipal officials. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that the net 
unexpended departmental balance lapsed amounted to 
$15,731.95. per the following summary: 

Departmental Operations: 
Unexpended Balances $16,064.48 
Overdrafts 332.03 


Net Unexpended Balance $15,731.95 


The unappropriated balance of excise tax revenue 
and the overlay were the major factors contributing to 
the amount lapsed to surplus. 


The folowing comments pertain to the accompany- 
ing financial statements and to the scope of audit. 


ASSETS .... The general fund cash balance of 
$26,366.10 was on deposit in the First National Bank, 
Damariscotta, Maine at February 1, 1961. 


Taxes receivable of $4,801.90 contained for the most 
part unpaid current year accounts of $3,179.79. The re- 
maining balance of $1,622.11 included uncollected prior 
years’ taxes from 1946. 


Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to 
$78.00 and $515.72 respectively. 
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LIABILITIES .... The general fund liabilities 
totaling $24.431.01 consisted principally of short term 
notes issued during the year. These obligations, which 
mature in 1961 with interest at 3%, were issued to 
finance Shipyard Parking Area expenses and the pur- 
chase of a fire truck. 


Employees wage deductions and contributions of 
$422.24 for withholding taxes and $16.16 for social se- 
curity were due governmental agencies at the close of 
the year. 


RESERVES .... The appropriation accounts showed 
a net unexpended balance of $4,067.07, representing 
various account balances and an overdraft carried for- 
ward to the ensuing year in accordance with legal re- 
quirements and/or customary practice. 


Other reserves included $7,990.28 for construction 
of the Shipyard Parking Area and $620.72 for improve- 
ments to the Municipal Building Hall. 


DEFICIT ... . The unappropriated surplus of 
$16,910.67 at the beginning of the year changed to a 
deficit of $5,343.52 at the year end. This change was 
occasioned principally by authorized appropriations for 
various operating accounts and the issuance of short 
term notes, less the net unexpended departmental bal- 
ance lapsed. 


TRUST AND RESERVE FUNDS .... The total 
amount of trust fund principals was $39,450.20 and un- 
expended income amounted to $2,365.94 at February 1, 
1961. These funds are invested in U. S. Treasury Bonds 
of $35,426.55. utility stock of $2,166.00 and time deposits 
of $4,223.59. 
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The school bus and sewer construction reserve 
funds amounted to $4,138.95 and $1,731.58 respectively. 
The fire truck fund was expended during the year for 
which it was established. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS .... The depart- 
mental operating accounts showed an increase of 
$9,981.32 in funds raised by taxation, as compared with 
the preceding year. A larger appropriation for educa- 
tion was the major factor responsible for the increase. 


The departmental balances carried forward to the 
ensuing year decreased by $200.63, as compared with 
the balances at the start of the year. The decrease in a 
highway account balance and increases in the education 
and cemetery account balances were the factors con- 
tributing to the change. 


GENERAL ....The townspeople authorized appro- 
priation from surplus and the issuance of notes for 
various purposes. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records checked to 
determine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 
The system of internal control was reviewed as per- 
tained to the handling of cash and other matters of 
financial concern. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of 
statements furnished by the depository or by direct 
confirmation. Verifications were utilized, on a test basis, 
to determine the correctness of recorded assets and 
liabilities. 
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An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as 
well as expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, 
payrolls and canceled checks were examined for a 
selected period. 


Excise tax collections were verified with the copies 
of the receipts retained by the collector. Education 
account balances were checked with a report of the 
Superintendent of Schools. Reserve and trust fund 
transactions were reviewed and investments were veri- 
fied by bank confirmation and/or actual inspection. 
Surety bond coverage was examined. 


In our opinion .subject to the foregoing comments, 
the accompanying statements and supporting informa- 
tion present fairly the financial position of the town 
at February 1, 1961, and the results of its operations for 
the year then ended.

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Report of the Selectmen 


We wish to submit the following report for the 
year February 1, 1961 to January 31, 1962. 


ADMINISTRATION 


Selectmen’s meetings were held weekly on Wed- 
nesday evenings at 7:30 at the Municipal Building. We 
are grateful to those who come to our meetings to offer 
their constructive thinking on various town issues. 


Workman’s Compensation Insurance was purchased 
to cover all employees of the town. The cost of this pro- 
tection to the Castner School personnel was billed and 
paid the School Committee. There was one (1) claim 
which, luckily, was small. 


The Selectmen in cooperation with the firemen, 
purchased seventy (70) steel chairs and eight (8) ban- 
quet tables for the Municipal Building Auditorium. 
Funds for this purchase were available in the Municipal 
Building Improvement Capital Reserve Fund. 


Four new window screens were purchased, two (2) 
for the Superintendent of Schools office and two (2) for 
the Selectmen’s offices. Fuel oil for the Municipal Build- 
ing was purchased through bid. The accepted bidder 
was the Lincoln Tire Service. 


The Selectmen, in agreement with the Fire Dept. 
designated the small room, next to the kitchen, as head- 
quarters for Civil Defense. 


A contract was signed with the Maine State Depart- 
ment of Economic Development and the James Sewell 
Co., of Old Town. The Sewell Co. is to provide a Com- 
prehensive Urban Renewal Plan for $2,275.00 as Dama- 
riscotta’s cost. 
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HIGHWAYS 


It was our decision not to have any State Aid Road 
or Town Road Improvement work done this year. State 
Aid funds were reduced because of the cost to repair 
a catch basin on Church St. in 1960. Also with the cost of 
moving in construction equipment, it does not appear 
advisable to consider a project with less than $5,000 
capital available. We believe the most economical way 
to reconstruct State Aid road and do Town Road Im- 
provement work is every other year. 


Through a Special Appropriation of the 100th Legis- 
lature the section of School St. was reconstructed from 
Rte. 1 to Joel Huston Dodge’s. This was done without 
cost to Damariscotta, also this project was the sole 
decision of the State Highway Department. 


The section of Old No. 1 by Luella Hammond’s and 
Hodgdon St. f-."a Ella Pierce’s to Hillside Cemetery 
were paved. By doing this we’ll save maintenance cost 
and eliminate the muddy and dusty condition for the 
families in the area. Lower Hodgdon Street needs re- 
building. However, this should not be done until the 
sewerage problem in the area is improved. 


Money allocated for cutting bushes was spent on 
the Lessner Road to let in more sun to help keep the 
road dry. 


This year no aid was given to help with the main- 
tainance cost of cottage and private ways. However, 
with the increasing taxable income from cottage devel- 
opments, the economy of the town is improved. We 
therefore believe the town should vote for a formula 
which will help road maintainance of the cottage prop- 
erty taxpayer. 
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We recommend this coming year that the State Aid 
Funds be used to straighten and widen the dangerous 
section of the Biscay Road. Due to the increased cottage 
population on Biscay Pond, we believe the town road 
improvement money should be used to reconstruct and 
pave a section of the Lessner Road. This will also reduce 
maintainance costs. 


POLICE 


Officers William Carter and Bernard Baston have 
been employed as full time town police. Officer Baston 
was sent to Police School which was made available 
by joint cooperation of the Maine State Police and the 
Maine Municipal Association. From our observation, 
this two weeks’ training has proven to be of real value 
to Mr. Baston and the town. We recommend that Officer 
Carter receive similar training this coming year. In ad- 
dition to controling traffic and policing the parking 
meters, the police reports from March 30, 1961 to Jan- 
uary 31, 1962 shows the following:

SNOW REMOVAL 


Two (2) bids were received for plowing and sand- 
ing. A contract price of $3,000 was given to Howard K. 
Wright to plow and sand the town roads. Installing the 
snow fence was not included in the $3,000 contract. The 
town stockpiled 500 yards of sand and 30 tons of salt. It 
is becoming increasingly difficult to find people in the 
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equipment business who desiré*to do winter road main- 
tenance. We recommend in future years that the job 
of stockpiling sand and salt, installing snow fences, and 
plowing and sanding be given to one contractor. 


A new sander was purchased for $325.00. 


SIDEWALKS 


A great deal of sidewalk was repaired this year. We 
found by using local labor, the cost per square yard 
was about one-half compared with the cost of having 
the work done by an outside contractor. 


WELFARE 


The Mr. and Mrs. Edward E. Philbrook Worthy 
Poor Trust Fund has been turned over to the town. In 
cooperation with the town of Waldoboro, the other bene- 
ficiary of the Philbrook Estate, the H. M. Payson & Co. 
Investment Concern was commissioned to arrange the 
investments. The recommendation of the H. M. Payson 
& Co. has been approved by the State Auditor. $27,127.05 
was received by the town with the income for Worthy 
Poor. 


Because of the income from our present Worthy 
Poor Trust Funds, we recommend that the $1,800.00 
appropriated in 1961 for Welfare be carried forward 
to a Welfare Contingency Fund. We therefore should 
not need to appropriate money for Welfare in 1962. 


Funds to supplement the State Aid to Dependent 
Children’s grants are based on town settlement and 
should be appropriated. 
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FINANCIAL 


The town ended the 1961-62 year with a surplus of 
$13,780.65. It is the recommendation of the Budget Com- 
mittee that $9,900 be transferred to the following ac- 
counts: $2,000 to the School Budget, $600 to Fire Truck 
Capital Reserve Account, $800 to the School Bus Capital 
Reserve Account, $4,000 to discharge the Fire Truck 
Note, and $2,500 to reduce the Shipyard Parking Lot 
Note. 


Miscellaneous Accounts carried forward total $19,- 
936.53. Departmental balances carried forward are: Gen- 
eral town government $303.01, protection $433.72, high- 
ways and bridges $6,399.49, welfare $1,800, education 
$3,471.26. (Through an error in recording appropriation, 
the education balance should have been $5,471.26). Cem- 
eteries $3,241.85, trust funds $3,453.70, interest $608.50, 
and unclassified $225.00. 


We are grateful to the town for the opportunity 
to serve you and present this report. To the best of our 
knowledge, the true financial conditions of the town 
appears in our Financial Statement.

BENTLEY GLIDDEN 
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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


I submit herewith my annual report as your Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 


The Castner School is in a good state of repair. Two 
major areas for future consideration are: 1. An ade- 
quate fire and disaster alarm system — perhaps some- 
day directly connected to the town “red alarm” system. 
2. A thorough study into the feasibility of installing a 
sprinkler system. A few years ago it was definitely 
established that a sprinkler system could be paid for 
in ten years out of savings in fire insurance. I believe 
the fire underwriters are shortly going to revise their 
estimates. If they do such a system will not be as val- 
uable as was once thought. In any event we are grateful 
to the water company for installing a large main to the 
school. This large main besides providing for an ade- 
quate supply for the school would operate a sprinkler 
system should it be recommended. 


An efficiency expert would probably recommend 
that we should conduct a study with the Town of New- 
castle to see if a more efficient means of conducting the 
two schools couldn’t be effected. Would it be possible 
to have the upper grade children in one building and 
the primary children in the other? Wouldn’t more real 
learning take place when more homogenous groups are 
set up? Couldn’t playgrounds and playground equip- 
ment be utilized better when children of more nearly 
equal age groups use them? If the cold war continues 
to create demands for larger armed force units there 
will be increased emphasis on physical education. This 
will undoubtedly mean the erection of a combination 
gymnasium-shelter. Both schools should be able to use 
one facility rather than to duplicate effort. 
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A number of people have asked about teaching a 
foreign language to elementary school pupils. It can 
be done and done very successfully. However, there is 
no unanimity as to which language should be taught or 
why. It is my belief that if enough people show interest 
in one language then an attempt should be made to 
establish it as a part of the curriculum. It should be 
borne in mind, however, that it will take money to 
implement such a course. I believe that first we should 
be thinking in terms of making educational television 
available for use in the classrooms. It appears that by 
next year many valuable teaching programs will be 
available for classroom viewing. 


Mr. Harold Castner has been presenting a compre- 
hensive course in local history and on the history of 
Maine. It is my firm belief that his course is far superior 
to any which are taught elsewhere. We are extremely 
grateful to this gentleman who, because of his love for 
children, is donating his time. 


The entire school staff has been most responsive 
to efforts to improve education for the pupils of Castner 
School. I would like to thank them one and all for un- 
selfish loyalty. 

All of the town officers have been most co-operative 
and helpful. I would like to thank them for their efforts 
on behalf of the young folks of the town. 

The P.T.C. has the interest of children at heart. I 
extend my appreciation for its efforts. 

The school board has worked unceasingly toward 
the goal of an adequate education for each individual 
child. I would like to express to them my appreciation 
for their efforts.

DECEMBER 1961 


The Library Board has improved the facilities ap- 
preciably by the painting of the exterior of the building 
and the redecoration of the reading room. The new 
flooring, warmer walls, and freshly painted book cases 
and ceiling have contributed greatly to a friendly and 
welcoming atmosphere. The maintenance of the window 
boxes by the Old Bristol Garden Club has added attrac- 
tiveness to our building’s appearance and has been ap- 
preciated by many. 


The Children’s Hour has been held every Saturday 
at 1 p.m. from November 1960 through May 1961. The 
response was strong, necessitating two groups. One 
reader used the Children’s Room for the four through 
six year olds; another reader used the Women’s Club 
rooms for the seven through ten year olds. The atten- 
dance this fall as well as last year has averaged about 
thirty. The Woman’s Club members and other friends 
of Skidompha Library have been very genreous and 
enthusiastic readers. The children now feel very much 
at home in the Library and come to use it happily during 
the week as well as on Saturdays. 


During the summer an eight-week Contest was con- 
ducted to encourage the children to read. Fifty children 
participated, mostly first to sixth graders, and closed 
the season with a party at which certificates of achie- 
vement were awarded. 


Throughout the school year the older students make 
increasingly good use of the Library for assignments 
and reference work, calling upon the librarians for con- 
siderable help. 
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‘The Lincoln Home members are still enjoying the 
collection of 25 to 30 books taken to them every two 
weeks. 


Since summer the Beatrice Day Memorial Fund has 
been created. Mrs. Elizabeth Coatsworth Beston sug- 
gested in the columns of the Lincoln County News that 
that friends of Mrs. Day might like to make contribu- 
tions to the Library in her memory. It was decided to 
use the money to buy additional books for our Maine 
Collection — books about Maine and by Maine authors 
-— and to replace some worn copies. Friends of Mrs. Day 
have also contributed a number of books to the general 
collection. The entire Maine collection is now arranged 
in a new book case in the front hall by which hangs the 
original of the bookplate designed by Mr. Maurice Day. 
To date $240 has been given. We are grateful to Mr. My- 
ron Williams for giving so generously of his time and 
effort in selecting and purchasing these books and to 
Mr. Clifford Grindal for giving the materials and his 
time in decorating the new shelves. 


A summary of our book circulation shows an in- 
crease of 2786 books over that of last year. We have 
accessioned 670 books (an increase of 300 over last year) 
from nine sources: $250 worth of Federal Grant books, 
many used books from the Bangor City Library, the 
State of Maine Extension Department, local friends, the 
Business and Professional Woman’s Club, and the State 
of Maine Stipend ($210). Our Book Committee purchased 
(243 volumes), and 80 books from the Bea Day Memorial 


Fund as well as some from the Bristol Road Reading 
Club. 
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The increased circulation and acquisition of books 
is evidence of added work for the librarians. Catalogu- 
ing alone is a task which requires undivided attention 
and considerable time for each book processed. Assist- 
ing students doing reference work commands intervals 
of time and attention when the general public also needs 
the librarian at the discharging desk. Consequently, 
your Librarian has found it necessary to give more than 
15 hours each week of her own time in addition to the 
17 hours for which she has been paid. 


Therefore, it is reeommended that secretarial help 
be provided for the Librarian during some of the hours 
the Library is open so that she can supervise the typing 
of catalog cards and the accessioning of new books. 


A great deal of credit is due Mrs. Joan Brewer, our 
assistant Librarian, who has given generously of her 
time and talent in an efficient manner. Mrs. John 
French served as an assistant for the two months Mrs. 
Brewer was in England. 


We do need additional janitorial help beyond the 
mere two hours each week, particularly during the in- 
clement weather.

The following statements are submitted to show 
the status of white pine blister rust control in Dama- 
riscotta. 


As you know, the blister rust control program is 
conducted under an agreement between State and Fed- 
eral agencies whereby financial and technical assistance 
is given cooperating towns to help carry out the needed 
control measures. 


The disease is controlled by eliminating currant and 
gooseberry bushes from in and around selected white 
pine stands. Effective eradication of these plants also 
permits areas to restock naturally. 


Practical control of the blister rust has been under- 
way in Damariscotta since 1920. Successful results are 
now evident even though more than 290,000 currant and 
gooseberry bushes have been destroyed on control areas 
amounting to about 5,300 acres which includes nearly 
2,400 acres of white pine. Nearly 90 percent of this 
acreage is now on a maintenance basis. Maintenance is 
blister rust terminology indicating that control of the 
disease has been established and the existing white pine 
is not threatened with serious losses from blister rust. 
On such areas only periodic examinations will be 


needed to insure this condition. 
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480 man hours were spent on the project in Dama- 
riscotta during the 1961 season. A summary of the re- 
ports show: 1,768 acres were surveyed and scouted for 
crew areas; 388 acres were intensively worked and near- 
ly 3,300 currant and gooseberry bushes were destroyed. 
The job cost $641.71. (Town of Damariscotta, $299.91; 
State and Federal agencies, $341.80). 


Our plans for 1962 in Damariscotta consist of giving 
attention to about 500 acres which have been on main- 
tenance for about 10 years. We expect State and Federal 
agencies will again provide funds to at least match 
blister rust funds appropriated by Damariscotta.

REPORT FOR 1961 

Financial Report for 1961 is on file in the Select- 
men’s Office. 

The Bureau opened June 8, and closed Sept. 20, 1961, 
assisting 25,152 visitors during this period. Sixteen 
thousand copies of the Regional Map-folder were dis- 
tributed; 1,472 mail inquires answered. Regional adver- 
tising carried in out of state papers and publications. 

Through a season: made difficult by weather condi- 
tions the Bureau staff worked unceasingly to promote 
the town and area. Letters of appreciation were re- 
ceived from many people — to illustrate, a registrant 
writes: “I will tell you frankly, without the help of your 
Bureau in this difficult season, we would have had to 
close our business.” An out of state visitor writes: 
“Your exceptionally helpful office introduced us to an 
entirely new, and beautiful region — we explored it 
fully, using your unusually clear and helpful mapfolder 
— we shall return again.” 

Work continued throughout the year on the pro- 
gram outlined in the 1960 report — in cooperation with 
the Pemaquid Area Association a joint committee con- 
tinues planning for a regional sign to be placed on the 
new by-pass highway. As plans progress announce- 
ments will be made. The State Highway Commission 
has been cooperative and helpful in these efforts. 

Regional promotion and help to organizations includ- 
ed the Garden Club Tour of Houses; Woman’s Club Pro- 
grams; Lincoln County Orchestra, and Lincoln Home 
programs; Hospital League Fair; Chapman-Hall House; 
Events in all near-by towns; Church and other benefits. 

The Bureau advertising budget was increased in 
1961 — in 1962 it will be doubled, to stimulate interest 
in the Region for 1962-63.
